SMUGGLING VALUABLES . 
our OF, GERMANY.

One of the most ‘profitable in- 
dustries in Germany at the pre- 
sent time is the- smuggling of 
valuables out of the country, says 
a Duily Chronicle correspondent, 
writing from Frankfort. : 

Quite a number of people are 
ready to pay quite handsomely.to 
have their valuables taken out of 
Germany just now. There are 
various reasons, of course. -Some 


merely wish to escape the in-| 
heavy taxation which | 


evitable ° 
must shortly bé expected. 


Others have. madgsheir money 
in ways which thpy might ‘find it 
awkward to explain, ” 

Other *again—and: I am old 
that they “are in the majority— 
are quite honest merchants, who 
are out to make quite.honest, if 
father exorhitant. profits. They 
are buying‘large supplies of food 
and luxuries in neutral countries. 
The neutral merchants :demand. 
cash.’ The Government will not 
allow cash to be: sent out: of the 
country. ,.So the merchants 
smuggle their marks abroad, sell 
them at a large reduction (there- 
by still further. reducing the 
value of the mark) and ‘use the 
proceeds to pay for the ‘goods. 
These goods are then sent to the 
occupied districts, and from there 
smuggled into Germany, where 
they are shld at profits so fabul- 
ous as to cover all expenses. 

Let me add that I have just 
been asked 150 marks—which at 
the present rate of exchange is 
about £3 10s.--for 200 cigarettes, 
for which we used to pay 3d.—or 
was it 2}4d.—for ten not so long 
ago. ° ; 

Frankfort is full of war pro- 
fiteers. . It may be as well to add 
that the Frankfort smugglers are 
extremely dissatisfied. Which is 
to say that the ‘French ‘sentries 
are unpleasantly severe. 


If you are a smuggler on. the 
British front—somewhere in the: 
neighbourhood of Cologne, say— 
you have a very much easier 
time of it. The British sentry 
never shoots—hé’ is far too gond- 
natured. He may arrest you, but 
then his officer is certain to let 
you go if you only pitch hima 
sufficiently pathétic: story with 
three little children and a starving 
mother io it Orso.I am told - 

- The bourgeoisie of Germany are 
ready to pay 20 per cent.—that, 
at least, is the percentage I have 
been offereds-to anyone who will 
take their war-profits out of 
Germany.
